* The ftory of rhe Mifanthronc is told in alnioft every coUcdVion of 
the time, and particularly in two books, with wliich Sriakfpfave was 
intimately acquainted} the Palaa cf Pleafure^ and the 
tarch. Indeed from a palTage in an old play, called Jack Drum's Jut- 
tertainmcntj 1 conjedurc that he had before made rus appearance on 
the ft age. Farmjhu. 

Shakfpearc undoubtedly formed this play on thepafiagein Plutarch’s 
J/ife of Antnny relative to TImon, and not on the twenty-eighth novel 
of the hrll volume of Paintci’s I*alace of Fleafure j heed afe he is there- 
by mi'icK di’tlrlln’d as a man-hater, of a ftrangc and bcaftly nature,** 
vviilunit djiy caule aftignedj whereas Plutarch turnilhcd oui authour 
vviili the following hint to work upon. “ Ai.tonius foriook the citic, 
and comptinie of lii'i fnendes,— faying, that he would lead 'l l naon’s Tile, 
hec.uift* lie had llic like wrong oft’ered him, that wa-i oftcred unto* 
Tiinon ; anjyi^r the utithanhfulnejs of thofe he bad done gotjd untOj and 
IV horn he tooke to he his fricndeSy be 7 vas angry with all meny and would 
trufl m man." 

To tlie manufcript play mentioned by Mr. Steevens, our authour, i 
have no doubt, was alio indebted for fomc other circumihinces. Here 
1 k‘ found the faithful rteward, the banqiict-fcene, and the lloiy of 
Tinion’:. being pullcllcd of great (urns of gold which he had dug up in 
the wood:) : a crciiinilancc which he could not have had from Lucian, 
there being then no tranllaLionof the dialogue that relates to tliis fuhjetf* 
Spun lays, there is a building near Athens, yet remaining, called 
I'nnons ^i'owcr.

SneonfiderabJe obligations, has in his po/TeiHon a Mf. play on this fij b- 
jeft. It appears to have been written, or tranferibed, about the y^ir 
l6oo> There is a feene in it refembling Shakfpeare's banquet gtvc'n 
by Timon to his flatterers. Inilead of warm water he feis before them 
fiwet painted like artichokes, and afterwards beats them out of the 
room. He then retires to the woods attended by his faithful fteward, 
who (like Kent in King Lear) has difguifed himfelf to continue his 
lervices to his mailer. Timon, in tlie lad is followed by his fickle 
jniftrefs, &c. after he was reported to have difeovered a hidden treafure 
by digging. The piece itfelf (though it appears to be the work of an 
academick] ts a wretched one. The perfenee dramatis are as follows.

He feems to boafl: t)}e copiuufncfs and facility of his vein, by declaring 
that veiTcs drop from a poet as gums from odoriferous tiers, and that 
Lis Uame kindles itfelf without the violence neceflary to elicit fparklcs 
froiri the flint. What foil ov/s next ^ that it, like a current y jiics each 
hiund it chafts. This may mean, that it expands itfelf notwithftanding 
all obftrudlions j but the images in the comparifon aie fo ill forted, and 
the fo obfciircly expirfled, that 1 cannot but think foinetliing 
omitted that connedVed the Jafl: fenlence with the foimer. It is well 
Ifnown that the plauns often fliortcn fpceclics to quicken the reprefen- 
tation : and it may be I'ufpefted, that they fometimes performed their 
amputations with more hafte chan judgment. Johnson. 

Perhaps the fenfe is, that having touch'd on one fubjecJ, if Jiies off in 
queji of another. The old copy feems to read : 

Each bound it chafes. 

The letters f and J are not always to be diftinguiflicd fiom each other, 
elpecially when the types have been much worn, as in the lirfl folio. If 
tbajes be the true reading, it is bell explained by the “ — Jc fc'juitur^ 
qtie fugitque^^'" of the Roman poet. 

Some what fimilar occurs in the 'i'empejl :

Jt feems alfo to be pointed out by implication in many of our old col- 
irgiatc eAablilhments. SceWarton’s Hijiory of Englifb Poetry, Vol. III. 
p. 151. Steevens. 

Mr. Aftle ohferves in his very ingenious work On the Origin and 
Pregrefs of Writing, quarto, 1784, that “ the pradVice of writing on 
tablc^^books covered with wax was not entirely laid aAde till the com- 
mencement of the fourteenth century.'* As Shakfpeare, 1 believe, was 
not a very profound Engli/h antiquary, it is furely improbable that 
he Ihould have had any knowledge of a pradbee which had been difufed 
for more than two centuries before he was born. The Roman prac- 
tice he might have learned from Golding's TranAation of the ninth 
book of Ovid’s Metamorpbofes :

^ This play is more corredlly written than raoft of Shakfpeare'a 
compofitiontj but it it not one of thofe to which either the extent of 
his views or elevation of his fancy is fully difphyed. As the ftory 
abounded with materials, he has exerted little invention ^ but he haa 
riivcrfificd his charadbrs with great variety, and preferved them with* 
great exadnefs. His vicious eharaden fometimes difguft, but cannot 
corrupt, for both Creftlda and Pandarus are detefted and contemned* 
The comick charii£lersfeem to have been the favourites of the writer ; 
they ere of the fuperhcial kind, and exhibit more of manners than 
nature 5 but they are coploufly filled and powerfully imprefted. Shak<^ 
fpearc has in his ftory followed, for the greater part, the old book of 
Caxton, which was then very popular $ but the charadler ofTherfitesj 
of which it makes no mention, is a proof that this play was written 
after Chapman had publtfhed hUverfionof timer* Johnson. 

The firft feven books of Chapman's Hmtr were pubiiihed in the 
year 1596, and again in 159$* They were dedicated as follows : Tb 
the mofi honoured new /ivitg irflnnai tf the AthWeitin ntirftttt Hemmed 
hy divine Homere^ the EarU ^ Bffrxey Eari MarfitalU and an 
anonymous Interlude, called Tnkrsytss fits Humours and Coerrhi, 
had been published in 159s.

The interlude of nerjitts was, 1 believe, publiftied long before 
1 598. That date was one of the numerous forgeries of Chetwood the 
Prompter, as well as the addition to the title of the piece, Ther- 
ttt% its humours and eenceitt for no fuch words arc found in thp 
catalo^e publiihed in 167 s, by Kirkman, who appears to have fieen 
k* Maconk.

tioned in the other tale. Seep. 364, n. 6. It appears from the preface 
to the old tranilation of the Decttmerotief printed in 1620, that many of 
the novels had before received an Englilh drefs, and had been printed 
feparately: “ I know, moft worthy lord, (fays the printer in hisEpif. 
tic Dedicatoiy) that mafny of them [the novels of Boccace j hat/e long 
fines been ^ttbhfbed hefire^ as ftolen from the original authour, and yet 
not beautiBed with his fwectc tlyle and elocution of phrafe, neither 
favouring of hii iingular morall applications.'* 

Cymhe/in€f< I Irhagine, was written in the year 1603, Sec Ah At* 
tempt to afitrtain the order of Shakjpeaiis pUost Vol. I. The king 
from whom the play takes its title be]|an his reign, according to Hotin* 
ihed, in the igth year of the reign ot Auguftus Ca?far ; and the play 
commences in or about the twenty-fourch year of Cymbelintt's reign, 
which was the forty-.fecond year of the reign of Auguftus, and the 
iixteenthof theChrilHan stra : notwiihftanding which Shakfpeare has 
peopled Home with modern Italians $ BhUarioy lacb 'mo^ &c. Cym- 
beline is faid to have reigned thirty-five years, leaving at his death 
two fon*;, Guiderius and Arviragus.

tbr Co talke of lovr-matte r& i therefore he faw he muft accomplifli his 
dehre (bm^ othci way j which hedid in thi^ manner* He having lame 
^ two muht&^at her houle, and perceiving her Co bee free fiom luilful 
defiWs> the third night lie famed bimiblfe to bee fomething ill^ and fo 
went to bed timehci than he Was wont. When he wis alone in his 
chanibeiy he began to thloke with hunfiljr that it was now time to 
do that which he determined : for if he tarried any longer* they might 
have caufe to think that he tame for fome ill intent* and waited op- 
portunity to execute the fame: therefoie he refolvrd to doe fomething 
that night* that might win him the wanti* or urerly bilng him in dc- 
fpaireof the fame. With this refoJution he went to her chambei* 
which was but a paire of flairos from h s* and hndrngthe doon open* 
h'* went in, placing hi nfelf under the bed. Long had hr not i>nc 
thercj but in came tiie g< ntlrw iman with Ik i maiden j who* having 
been at prayers with her houlhOfd** was going to bed. She piepating 
herfelfe to bedward*la>d her head-tyre and tKofrjcwcK fhe wore* un a 
little table thereby: at length he perceived her to put off i Iictie cri - 
ci6x of go<d» which dajly ihe wore next to hei heirt} Lhisjcwcll 
thoofht Attafl fui his tuinc* ana therefore obfened whcir fhe did lay 
tlie lime. 

«« Ac iengiii the gcnclewon^an* having unryted her ftlfe* went to 
bed ) h^r maid then bolting of the doore* tooke the candle* and went 
to bed in x withdrawing roome* onely frparaied with aircs. This vil-

Jalbemorniin fofjonrrs thr fwlkes werr flirrtng* he rofe and 
wiiit to thf^ hoifc k ‘ff cr* pray ng him to helpc him to hi& horfe* tcll- 
iit^ hint tint hi had tooke ins leave of hit miArii the tail night. 
Mounting his horfe* away rode he to London, leaving the geutlewoman 
)r] bed; who* v hen fhe rofr, attiring htrieJfc hailtly* (’’caufe one tarri- 
ed to fpeakc with her*) mifltd not her cruuifx. paflrd flie the time 
as ihr wav woftt othei doyri. to doc, n > whit troubled in mindr* 
though muth forrow waa leward her; Oii«*}y ihe fermed a little difcon- 
lented that her ghert w*nt away fo enmanerly* fhe uling him fo kindc- 
I). So leaving her* I wiN fpeakewf him* who the next muining was 
betimes . t London ; and coming to the inne* hee a/ked for the gentle- 
man w^ho wrs then In bed* but he quiokly cime downe to him; who 
feeing him letumedfo fuddcnly* hee thought hee came to have leave to 
reieefe hlmfellh of hh wauera but th]& chanced other wife* for having 

iaUted 
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fatuted hini> he faid in this inanner:~Sir^ did not I tell you that yj4t 
were too yong in experience of woman's fubtUtiesi and th.it no woman 
Was longer good than lilt flic had caufe^ or time to do ill ? This you 
believed not; and thought it a thing fo unlikely, that you have given 
me a hundred pounds for the knowledge of It* In brief, kuow, yout 
wife is a woman, and therefore a wanton, a changeling t-^^to confirm 
that I ipeake, fee heere (fliewing him the crucifix) $ know you thiaf 
If this be not fullident proofe, I will fetch you more, 

« At the fight of tins, his bloud left his face, running to comfort 
his faint heart, which was ready to bteajce the fight of this truciihe* 
which he kut-w flic alwayes woie next her heart ; and th«refore*il« 
muil (as he thought) gne fomething neere, which Hole fo private « 
jewcU.

For the 
love thit thou learc^l to me, and for thy own good, wilt thou do this ? 
Sir, aniwcied Cicoege, more foa ) lUr love than any reward* 1 will doe 
it, i^and yet m^ney makes many men v«liant,) pray tell me what it 
is ? George* faid his mafier, this it is; thou muHgoe honie, praying 
thy mifirefs to meet me halfc the Way to London t having hei by 
the way, 111 fomc private place kill her : I mean as I fpeake* kill hei* 
I ()) j this is my command* which tlmu haH promifeJ to performe ; 
which if thou pei formed not* 1 vow to kill thee the next time thoy 
tomeft in my hjht. Now lor thy reward. It Ihsll Ic this:— Take my 
ring* and when thou had done ihy command* by vhtue of it* doe thou 
afTume my place till my returne* at which time thou fhali know what 
sny reward is t till the n govern my whole eflate* and for thy mifirefs'* 
abfence and my own, make wh«t exctife thou pleafe : fo begone* Well* 
fir* raid George, fince it is your will, though unwiQing 1 am to do it* 
yet 1 will performe it. So went )ie his, way toward Waltam 5 and his 
mafier prefentiy rid to the couit, where hee abode with king Henrpr^ 
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a lUtlc before was inbiged by the eerie of Wairwlckei iJid placed 
in the throne againc. 

Ctorge being come to Waltam* did his dntie to his miftrisf who 
Wondered to fee him, and not her hufliand> foi whom ihe deir ended of 
Oeoige ; he aniwered her, that he was at Eftheld* and did lequeft her 
to meet him there.

1 cannot (lay. Poor gentlewoman, at tlie report of thefe unldnde 
words (ill deferved at her handi) Aic looked as one dead, and uttering 
aboundance of teares, At at iaA fpake thefe words : And can it be, 
that my Llndnes and loving obedience hath merited no other reward 
at his hands than detth > It eannnt be* 1 know thou enely tryeft me, 
how ],atit.nt(y I would endute fucli an un)u(i command. ^ I’le tcU thee 
heere, tnus with body proAr ite on the earth, and hgnds lilt up to hea- 
ven, I would pny for his prefers itton } thole Ihould be my worft 
Words : lot death s tearful vif^gr ihrwe; pleafant t> that ioulc chat Is 
injiQCfnt Why then prepare yourlelf*, laid George, hr by heavtnl 
doc not jefl. With that the prayed him Aay, (aving,-*And is it 1 q ? 
Then whatUiould I desire to live, having luA his favour, (and without 
oA,nce) whom I fo dearly loied, an I in whofb hgi t my bsppineflfe did 
ceolill ^ Come, Jet me die. Vet George, la me have to much favour 
at thy hands, as to commend me la thefe Aw words Ut him t TeJ( 
him, nay death I wiiUagly imbrase, fir 1 haVb owed Him my life (yet 
no otherwife but by a wife’s ihedience) evbr lance 1 (.ailed him huf- 
bind) but that I am guilty uf the leiA fault toward him, 1 utterly 
deny ) and doe, at this hour of mv ueath, defne thi( Heaven would 
pour down vengeance upon me, if ever J oAended higi in thought* 
Inueat him that he would not fpeake aught that were ill on mee, 
when I am dead, for m good troth 1 have deserved none* *Pray Hea- 
ven Mtde him ; 1 am prepaid now, Atikei home, and kUl mo

** George, fopine this, oould not with-hold himfbtA from 
teaitts^ and with pTlie he lee fall Hie fword* faying, that I 
bavo uAd you A mi|ghliy« pray pardon me, for I wee eommaflddd A by 

my 
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Aiy mafter, who hath vowed, if I let you live, to kill me. But 1 being 
^^ffwaded that you are innocent, I will rather undergoe the dangei of 
his wrath than to ftaiOe my handb with the bloud of )Oor cleeic and 
fpotlellc brfiil : yet let me intreat }ou fo much, that you would not 
come in his Aght, left in his mge he turne your butcher, hut Jive in 
feme difguife, till time have opened the taufe of his miftruft, and 
ihewedyou guiltJeffe $ which, 1 hope, will not belong. 

To lliis Ihe Willingly granted, being loth to die caufeleflTe, and

Shakfpeare, Indeed, by the men- 
tion of his eails and dukes, has given us the idea of times more civi- 
li/ed, and of lif* regulated by fofiei manners ; and the truth is, that 
though he fo nicely difciimlnatcs, and fo minutely def^ribes the cha- 
racers of men, he commonly neglefls and confbunds the charaiElers of 
ages, by mingling cuftoms ancient and modern^ Engtlfh and foreign. 

My learned fiiend Mr. Warton, who has in the Adventurer very 
minutely crlticifed rhh play, remarks, that the inllancesof ctnelty are

The injury done by Edmund to the Emplicity of the aftSon la abun-

Yet this condua u juttified 
hyTit SpiBaitr, who blamea Tate for giving Cordelia fuccefs and 
happineftjnhis alleiadon, and declares, that, in his opinion, tie rm-

The ftory of this play^ eacept the epi&de of JBdmund, which Is de>« 
rived, I think, from Sidney, is taken originally from Oeoflry of iMon-- 
mouth, whom Holin Hied generally copied; but perhaps immediately 
from an old hiftorical ballad. My reafon ' for bdieving that the play 
was pofterior to the ballad, rather than the ballad to the play, is, that 
the ballad has nothing of Shaldpeare’s nocturnal tempeiV, which is to» 
flriking to have been omitted, and that it l^llo^ws the chronicle ; it haa 
tlie rudiments of the play, but none of Its amplifications : it hrfthinu 
ed Lcar*s madnefs, but did not array it in tircuiufhmces, The Writer 
of the balli^d added (bmething to the Mlhiry, which Is a proof that he * , 
would have added more, if more had occurred to hh mind, and mart 
mull have occurred if he had feeit Shakfpeare* JoUKsoN. 

The cpifode of GloHer and his fons it borrowed from Sidney *$ 
cadJidf in which we find the fbllow!i)ig Chapter, which fald to be» 
entitled, in the hrlt edition of 1599, ** The pitiful ftate and ftorie 
of the Paphla^onian unldnde king, and hit kind fonne ; hrft related 
hy fonne, then by the blind father.** ‘ ' 

In the fecond edition printed in folio In tS9S» ^kere is no diviliani 
t of chapters. There the Hory of the king of Paphls^onia commences 
in p* 69, b, and i« related In the f( 4 l 9 wing words : 

<Mt was in the kingdome of Gahtia^ the feafon being (as in the 
depth of winter) very cold, and as then fooai^ely growne to fo extreaOie 
and foule a ftomse, that nelier any winter (1 thinke) brought foorth a 
fowler child ; fo that the princes were euen compelled by tlie haile, 
that the pride of thewinde blew into their faces, to fddke fomelhrowd- 
ing place, which a certaine hollow rodke o^erlng vnto th^, they made, 
it their Ihield againft the tCmpeihi furrie. And fo. flaying there, till 
the violence thereof Wa$ palGsd, they heard the I)ieach of a couple, who^ 
not peroeluing them, (,betng hidde within' tl^t rude canapy) hetde a , 
ftraunge and pitl^tU dirpuutloo, which made them, fteppe out ; yet ih

But 
Aie, flte from this region, oncly worthy of me. Dcate father, (an- 
fwerect he,) <ioo not take away from me the ondly remnan&of my hap- 
plnefle : while 1 haue powei to doo you feroIce> I am not wholly mi- 
feiabtc. v^h, my iunne, (faid he, and with that he groned, as if forrow 
ilrauc o bieake his harte,) how euill iits it me to hade luch a lotjne, 
and how much doth thy kittdnejffe vpbraidc my wickcdncHe » Thcfc 
doiefull ipeeches, andiome others to like purpofe, (well ibewlng they 
had not bene borne to the fortune they were in,) moued the princes to 
goc out vnco thum, and alke the younger, what they were. Siis, (an> 
fwered he, with a good grace, and made the more agreeable by a cer- 
tain noble kinde ut pitloufnes) I lee well you are ftraungetb, that know 
not our miferic, fo well here knowne, tnac no man dare know, but 
that we muft be miferable. In deede out ftate is fuch, a$ though no- 
thing is fo needful! vnto vs as pitcie, yet nothing is more daungerouik 
irnto \ Sf then to make our feluee !o knowne as may ilirre plttie. But 
your prefence promifeth, that cruelty lhall not ouer-runne hate. And 
if it did, in truth our ilaie is foncke below the degree of ieare. 

This old man whom I leadc, was lately rightfull piincc of this 
couJStrie of PapbiagtHtat by the hard-harted vngiatefulnes of a Tonne 
of hit, deptiued, not onely of his kiistdome (wheicof no forraine forces 
wereeuer able to fpoyle him] but of his light $ the riches which nature 
graunts to the pooreit creatures. Whereby, and by other his vnna u - 
rail dealings, he hath bln driaen to fuch griefe, as euen now he would 
Baue had me to haue led him to the toppe of this rocke, thence to cad 
himfclfc headlong to death : and fo would haue made me, who re« 
ociued m> life of him, to be the .worker of hU dedru£tion.

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true; tbathauing had in lawful! marfagC) of a mother fitte to bear* 
roiaU children, this fonne^ (fuch a one as partly'you fee, and better 
ihaJl knowc by my ihort declaration,) and fo eniOyed the expedtatipna 
in the world. of him, till he was growen to iufbilie their expedlatlons, 
(fo as I needed enuieno father^ for thechiefe tomfort of mort$iitie, to 
leaue an other ones felfe after me,) 1 was carried by a be(!ard foodie of 
mine (if at leaii 1 bee bounde to beleeue the words of that bafe woman 
my concubine, his mother,) hrit to miflike» then to hate, laiily to de* 
ftroy, or to doo my beft to delltoy, this fopne (f thinke you thihke) 
vndeferuing deftrudtion* AVhat waics he vfed to bring me to it, if I 
(houlde tell you, 1 Ihouide tediouHie trouble you with at much poifon- 
ous hypocrifle, defperate fraude, fmooth maliee» hidden ambition, and 
fmiiing enuie, as in any liuihg perfon could be harbored.
